Quotes Figures on the De-
cayed Roots of Evil.

——

TOOTHBRUSH AS A REMEDY.

President of New York Juvenile Asso-
ciation Asserts That the Dentist la
the Greatest Influence For Goed In
the Land—8ick Boys Are Bad, and
Bad Teoth Make Boys Sick,

New York.~Charles D. Hilles, chair
man of the Repobliean national com-
mittes and president of the New York
Juvenlle associntion, says he belleves
that much of the so called badness In
boys Is due primarily to decayed teeth
and the consequent Inabllity to masti-
ecate properly thelr food. He bases his
conclusions on observations of boya
sent ne delinguents to the Children's
Viliange at Dobbs Ferry, N. Y.. where
an avernge of 600 youngsters are get-
ting n chance to become good cltizens,

Mr. Hilles declnres that 01 per cent
of the boys recelved suffer from bad
teeth and that after two years of care
with a dentist, together with practice
in the gentle art of using n toothbrush,
the boys are turned out D0 per cent
good lnstead of 00 per cent bad, There
fore Mr. Hilles, who has long devoted
himself to the reformation of children
who haven't bnd half a show In Iife,
says he Is convineed that the dentist Iy,
after all, the real kind of doctor that
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the great majority of “delingquent”
boys need In the strilghtening out of
tummy tengies und other physieal dis-
orders thut bave » twendency o start
them on the wroug wornl slunt.

“Acting upon the premise Lthat the
bad boy Is generally m sick boy,™ Mr,
Hilles sald, “we determined sowe time
ago 0 malntain & thorough physical
study of the youngsters sent to us, We
found our boys to be sick. Bixty-five
per cent of them were apetnic—the re-
sult of poor food sod Irreguinr babita
of living. To this half starved condi-
tion could be attributed the wayward:
pess and viclouspess of the boys

“We found that more than §O por
cent of the boys—and remember they
are all under Afteen years of nge—
ceame to us with bud teeth. For years
these boys have been unable to chew
thelr food properly. They bave acquired
the babit of bolting everything they
put joto thelr mouths. The natural
consequence hns been multiplieation
of stowach and intestinal disorders
The boys were drageged down In a
physical manner and really through no
fault of their own became physical de-
generates nnd moral delinquents.”

Mr, Hilles sald the first investigation
dealt with G34 boys, of whom fifty-two,
a little more than § per cent, were free
fromw some kind of physical abpormal-
Ity. The examinntions proved that
wost of the troubles from which the
boys suffered came from the teeth.

Washiugton, —-O0wing to the growth
In numbers of luventive “genluses”
who declare that they bave solved the
perpetual motion problemn the ofliclals
of the patent office have had to take
steps to protect them.

Any one cnn moke nn applieation for
a patent, paying n fee of §16. An ex-
aminer investigates the claim and, If
there |s merit to It, calls for a model.
If there 18 no merit the patent is then
rejected and the $16 gues into Uncle
Bam's treasure chest Nearly eovery
one of these perpetunl motion In-
ventors 18 In financial straits. The
loss of $10, according to the officlals,
i a severe blow to them flnancially.
Hereafter the patent office will not
permit any one to file a patent for a
perpetunl motion machine uniess the
application s necompanied by a model
of the machine, the model belng one
that will perform. A circular to that
effect |8 belng sent out.

“It would keep two stenographers
busy practically all of the time writ-
ing to would be Inventors of perpetunl
motlon machines,” sald Chlef Clerk
Woolnrd recently. *“The elreular snves
time and saves money for the govern.
ment. meanwhile saving money for
the poor fellows who belleve they have
solved this problem."

Reduciag Gost of Living by
Sclentific Measures.

New York.—A sclentific restaurant
where one may obtnln enough uutrh
tion for 10 ceuts Is to be opened here
It bas been sclentiicnlly demonstrated
that enough properly bnlauced food to
keep an averoge mun o goud couditlon
is not expensive

The food which It s propused to
serve ot this restuurant for 10 vents
contalus enough calories (heat units
for an average person dolng lght
work. Professor Graham Lusk of the
department of physiology ut Cornell
medioal colloge has nrranged the menu,
based on the pssumption that persons
engnged In Aiferent kinds of labor re-
quire diferent amounts of calories.

A mun who lles abed twenty-four
hours requires only 1,080 enlories a
day: a rider in o wix day bicyecle race
requires 10,000 calories. A man abed
for elght hours and o u chalr fourteen
hours and having modersle exercise
for two hours requires 20500 calories.
The average farmer noeds 3.500 ca-
lorkes.

The meal which will be served at
this sclentifie rostnurnnt will give ex-
actly LOOO beat unlts, enough for a
luncheon for n man dolng lght work

per cent of our boys mnke good and
are succesaful after they leave ud™

Holloway, N. M.—Qenernl Franciaco
Villn, enslly the most prominent figure
of the Mexican revolution, on its Oght-
lng side st least, bns noturally been
subject for more writers than any oth-
er wan, Much that bhas been written
I8 true. but on the other band muech
misinformation has been distributed in
the Unlited Statos,

Christened Francisco by his parents
but more often ealled “"Pancho” by his
friends, Villn early In life nllowed his
Latin-Indian Instinets to overcome his
discretion, nid he killed a Mexican offi-
cer who had Induced bis sister to elope,
He was ontlnwed and shortly was con-
sldered the most despernte outlaw with
which the authorities had to deal,

The federnl and state governments
fnnlly put n price of 20,000 pesos upon
his head becouse he wion making vpen
wiar upon the men running the stnte
government. The ruinics were put in
the fleld to capture him nud during o
pummber of years fought him more than
forty times, wounding Vilia nine times
and suffering a loss of thirty-nine
killed. Thix result discournged head
hunting in oMeinl circles to such an ex-
tent that Villa opernted for some time
almost unmolested.

An Is common in Mexico, Villa con-
ducted bis operntions as n “revolution.
Int.” He drove off the herds and took
liberally of the stores of the rich sup-
posed to be friendly with the state ad-
